Scrivner was a nenber and president of the
Junior Service Cub of East St. Louis, Illinois, from 1946 to
1947; she was on the board of directors of the Visiting

Nurses Association, St. Cair County from1948 to 1953; she

Sout hwestern Illinois from 1958 to 1966; she was an active
supported of the United Way for East St. Louis for over 25
years; and she assisted in establishing the Honme Care
